Washington, November 11. —(Special. yee 
Cabinet gossip has commenced in earnest 
here. 

William C. Whitney’ is quite certain to 
be secretary of state. Congressman H. A. 
Herbert, of Alabama, will be secretary of 
the navy. The treasury will go to New 
York. Mr. Harrity may be postmaster gen- 
eral. Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, will probably 
be secretary of agriculture. Governor 
Campbell, of Ohio, may be secretary of 
war oF interior the attorney general- 
Bhip will go to Illinois, Indianna or Wiscon- 
sin, and so will either war or interior. In- 
deed, the interior department may again 
go to Senator Vilas.

IT MAY BE DIVIDED. 


The Workings of the Australian Ballot 
Law. 


Columbus, O., November 11.—Three county 
official abstracts were received at the secre- 
tary of states office today and they show be- 
yond doubt that neither party has elected its 
entire electoral ticket in state.. These 


counties are Knox, Fairfield and Marion and 


they show that Seward. the elector at the 
head of the democratic ticket, leads his ticket 
by 113, and Danford, republican elector at 
the head of his ticket, leads his ticket by 95. 
This comes from the fact that ignorant or 
careless voters, who wished to vote the 
Straight ticket, made simply a cross at the 
— of the first name at the top, as was the 

rule last year. Such votes count only for the 
name marked and such voters voted for but 
the one elector. If each elector was against 
a particular elector on the ticket, the mistakes 
on the two tickets would offset each other, 
but the electors receiving the highest vote 
will be elected, and Seward and Danford will

Tennessee Gives Seventy Thousand. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 11.—{Special.)— 
Returns from forty counties show a little 
over 120,000 votes cast, of which Turney 
received 64,710, . Winstead 35,480 and 
Buchanan 18,240, giving Turney a plurality 
over Winstead of 29,230 and a majority over 
doth combined of 11,000. The Cleveland vote 
runs over ten thousand ahead of Turney, and 
Winstead a little behind Harrison. Partial 
returns. from about forty counties additional 
to the above indicate nearly 8089 thousand 
plurality for Cleveland and 45 or Turney. 
Also that Turney will have a majority over 
all his three competitors combined.

W hat Chatincey 8 and Thinks. 


New York,November 11.—At a regular 
Union League Club 
Chancey M. Depew delivered an address 
in which he told the members why Grover 
Cleveland was elected and what the couse 
quences would be. 

“It is difficult,” said he, “to get at the 
exact causes of our overwhelming defeat. 
We had as a candidate a man who com- 
manded the respect of the people of the 
United. States to an unusual great de- 
gree; who is in reality and so serious- 
ness a wise statesman. On the other side 
the presidential candidate appealed mightily 
to certain le by reason of most extra- 
ordinary virtyes attributed to him. There 
is no doubt that the primary cause of the 
result is that a certain part of the country 
wanted a change of policy so far as 
tection is concerned. Mr. Cleveland 
tempted no change until in his last ee 
He sent a message to congress calling for 
a reversal of the protection policy. 

“The people became alarmed and Cleve 
land was defeated when he sought re-elec- 
tion. Now in four years of President Har- 
rison’s administration we have had a cam- 
paign of education—from the stump all. 
over the country. from the press, scattered 
broadcast in millions of pamphelts, came 
the argument that protection was for the 
benefit of the few and the detriment of 
the many; that the rich were the natural 
enemies of the poor; that the people of the 
United States were becoming divided into 
two classes—princes and paupers. The 
masses of the people-were convinced that 
they had to pay dearly for what they might 
have got cheaply if it were not for protec- 
tion. Artisans were appealed to that oF 
did not get a fair share of the profits, 
manufacturers derived from protection.

The robbers who had the nerve ee 
to imitate Rube Burrows, on Georgia soil 
were about as reckless a gang as ever 
came together and it was only after a 
desperate fight with the brave railroad men 
that they were driven away. 

The fight lasted fully five minutes asa 
during the engagement more than fifty 
shots were fired by the tratame end the 
robbers. 

The firing was spirited and most of it 
took place after the train had come to a 
standstill. Ine sharp reports rang out 
clearly in the night air and aroused the 
sleening passengers, some of whom were 
so badly frigntened that they sought safety 
in flight, while others turned out ‘to help 
the trainmen drive the robbers away. 

The men who made the assault meant 
business from fhe start and never gave up 
until one of their number had been shot 
through and through. Then they were true 
enough to him to carry his bedy away as 
they retreated. 

But before they went away they perfor- 
ated the mail car, the baggage car, the ex- 
press car and one of the passenger cars. 
Bullet after bullet was sent into them and 
it is a most remarkable thing that some of 
the passengers were not killed.

The only pity of it is that more of our 
poor girls cannot avail themselves of these 
splendid advantages, but our present dom- 
itory will accommodate only 118 boarders 
and it has been full to its capacity since 
the opening days of the school. have 
turned off applicants by scores. Many an 
noble girl, poor, struggling, and aspiring, 
who had made all her calculations to come 
to our college, and who had saved up money 
for the purpose, has been prevented from 
doing so because she could not get into 
the domitory with its low rate of board 
and was unable to pay the higher prices 
charged in rivate families. Thus 
a great many of the very class of 2 
for whom the institution was chiefly in 
tended are cut off from its benefits. No ed- 
ucational institution ‘could possibly need 
anything more than we need a larger dor- 
mitory.’ a 

“What do you teach the girls in the col- 
lege, Mr. President?’ asked the reporter. 

“That is too long a story to tell you in 
detail, but in a general way our work is 
divided into three departments—collegiate, 
industrial and normal. In the collegiate de 
partment all of the branches are taught 
that are usually pursued in the best of fe- 
he industrial department

In our 
normal department young ladies are spe- 
cially — sca for the profession of teacn- 
ing.

What a large ma- 
jority of Georgia teachers chiefly need is 
a right zud more thorough knowledge of 
what they themselves undertake to teach, 
that is of orithmetic, algebra, English, his- 
tury end the higher branches.

News has been received of a most foul mur- 
der which was committed in Dawsonville 
on Tuesday evening. 

Benjamin A. Stowers, who resides six 
miles east of Dawsonville, after voting and 
preparing to leave for home, passed through 
a blacksmith shop near where his mule 
was hitched. In the shop was Marion R. 

Monroe. Passing him Stowers brushed 
Monroe on the shoulder. Monroe cursed 
at Stowers; Stowers replied begging pardon, 
and assuring Monroe that he meant no harm. 
Stowers then turned to pass on when Mon- 
roe seized a jack plane and struck Stowers 
on the side of the head, knocking him down. 
8 Stowers recovered Monroe left the 

op. 

Stowers was very soon on his feet and 
asked why he was struck end said he was 
not hurt much. He then left for home, 
but before reaching home became uncon- 
scious and never spoke again. Stowers 
belonged to one of the best families in Daw- 
son county; was about thirty-five years; 
a prominent farmer. He leaves a wife and 
nine small children. 

Marion R. Monroe was a man of about 
fifiy-seven years, about five feet and nine 
inches high, weight 250 pounds, light com- 
plexion, heavy moustache, limps when walk- 
ing. He is considered a very bad, desperate 
man.

He was 
painstaking, careful, considerate of others 
and above all a man who won the respect 
of his fellows and lived in the favor of both 


man. 

His wife, who had been his companion 
and stood by his side for many long years, 
preceded him by only a few months. 

Their separation was short and now, after 
a brief interval, they are wedded again in 
the upper sanctuary of heaven. 

Mr. Muse was at the head of a large 
family and was the father of several chil- 
dren, who survive him. 

His children in Atlanta are Mr. a 
Muse, the well-known clothier; Mr. L. H.

Just as we passed Jacobs’ pharmacy a 
heavily built man jumped at young Noble 
and gave him a fearful blow with a@ pair of 
brass knucks. Noble fell like a beef, blood 
spurting from his wound. ‘The brutal 
wretch bent over him and struck him 
again and again. I saw the cowardly act 
and rushed at the big fellow. I could not 
stand by and see a big brute beat a helpless 
young man to death. The man, apparently 
satisfied with his work, ran off into the 
crowd. Noble was unconscious and cover- 
ed with blood. There was no chance of 
successfully following the wretch. He was 
apparently about thirty-five years old and 
wore a slight moustache of a light color. 
Physically he was a powerful man and 
Noble was no match for him. Not a word 
passed between Noble and the man before 
the attack began .”’

We do not think that there is anything 
unfavorable in the report made by Mr. 
Comer. It certainly shows some things 
which have been unknown heretofore, 
and it may be relied on as a correct state- 
ment of the condition of the property. 
We are satisfied that in only one par- 
ticular can it be criticised and that is as 
to what the value of the property will be 
when the expenditures he gives as neces- 
Sary are put upon the road. As we have 
stated before, we see no reason why, 
with the road in good condition, and the 
improved condition of the country, the 
revenues should not increase the value. of 
the road 50 per cent. 

Mr. Comer’s management, both as re- 
celver and as president of the company, 
has been conservative and accurate. The 
report is exceedirgly elaborate and shows 
an immense amount of work in all the 
branches composing the system. We un- 
derstand that the report will soon be 
printed in pamphlet form, so that any 
stockholder interested in the company 
can have a copy of it for investigation.

“But there are thousands of suits on 
promisory notes or other evidences of in- 
debtedness—our courts are full of them, 
and the law books are filled with them-; 
where the defemgant thinks he has a good 
defense and his lawyer tells him bis defense 
is good, and yet if he pleads to the suit and 
it goes against him, he has to pay, in addi- 
tion to principal, interest apd all costs the 
10 per cent. on the amount recovered, for 
the attorney’s fees for the opposite side. 
This hangs in terrorem over him and he 
may dread to avail himself of a just de- 
fense, or what he considers a just defense, 
for fear that if the suit shoul go against 
him, he would have to pay the additional 
amount of 10 per cent. attorney’s fees. We 
know how uncertain the law is. The un- 
certainty of the law,’ has become a pro- 
verbial expression. Very many of these cases 
by the blundering of the jury, or by the 
skillful arguments of counsel, or even by 
the incorrect decision of a judge, for judges 
are liable to err go against the defendant, 
even when the defense was a good one.

The house finance committee held an im- 
portant meeting yesterday afternoon. The 
question of widows’ pensions was discussed, 
and it was decided to report a bill cutting 
down the pensions for widows of confed- 
$100 to $60 a year. 


There are now 4,000 widows on the roll, 


‘and there are about 500 more appligants. 


By reducing the amount of the pension the 
500 can be let in, making 4 , and for 
these, at $60 apiece, the appropriation would 
be $270,000 as against $400,000 now. But 
all of this will not be required if the re- 
port is embodied in a law, because the com- 
mittee has also decided to restrict the pen- 
sions to widows who have not a homestead. 
That is all who are worth over $1,600 will 
not be entitled to a pension.
